The Debate on the Budget 
wae the highlight of activities in 
the Alberta Legislature las 
week. Premier. E, C .Manning 
brought down the largest Bud 
get in Alberta's hiatory, exceed 
ing $47,000,000. 

Considerable additional grants 
are geen in every department, 
with education and public worke 
getting the most dollars, 

The premier's address show: 
ed an over-all increase of $83,- 
000,000 in the price value or 
agricultural products for last 
year. The only important de- 
crease in agricyltural produc 
tion was a $13,000,000 decread 
in hog values. There were 1; 
700,000 fewer hogs marketed is 
Alberta last year than in 1944. 

Livestock Feeder Association! 
laat year handled more than 70,- 
000 artimale, valued in excess of 
$1,000,000. 

Treasury Branches now show 
deposits exceeding | $26,500,001 
which was an increase of $2, 
500,000 last year. The year's sur 
plus on operations is $65,205. 

There has been much talk of 
the government having a $10; 
000,000 surplus last year. Here 
ere the facts; 

There was an over-all surplus 
of $10,310,856.61. Of this more

for debt retirement and adjust 
ment payments arising out of 
our debt re-organization. This 
wae partially of feet by Accounts 
Payable of $853,000, which left 
an over-all deficit of $2,982,799. 
76 whicch. came out of the ac- 
cumulated surpluses of past 
years. 

It is not possible in this short 
space to deal with all aspects of 


the Budget but I wish to deal 
with the treasury bills of the 
province and hope that at a later 
date I may deal in more detail 
with the debt re-organization 
Yogram. 


The total indebtedness of 
ur treasury bills ia $26,200,000 
bearing 3 percent interest. This 
is made up of (a) Dominion ad- 

‘ces for direct provincial re- 
lief $10,595,000; and (b) Dom- 
inion advances for purposes oth- 
er than relief $15,621,000. The 
Dominion government agrees to 
cancel 50 percent of the relief 
bills, or $5,297,500 and charge 
no interest on the balance of the 
treasury bills for relief. 

The Province of Alberta will 
tetire $7,997,750 of nonerclief 
mterest bearing treasury bills. 
Chis will be paid by applying an 
eward on natural resources 
ade in 1935 by the Royal Com 
mission, This award by the Roy- 
1 Commission to Alberta was 
$5,000,000 in 1930, at five per- 
‘ont interegt for five years, o:d 
then interest at the same raie 
xs the treasury bills. This award 
teday amounts to $7,997,750. 

Our new position then is -hat 
our treasury bill debt wil’ be 
reduced by $13,295.250, and “he 
balance owing will be $12,996,- 
750 of which $5,297,500 will 
bear no interest and will be 
amortized over 30 years. The 
remaining $7,623,250 will be 
amortized over 30 years, bear- 
ing interest at 2 5-8 percent. 
The province's -ennual cost, in- 
cluding principal and__ interest, 
will he $547,000. The province 
has been paying $788,000 in in- 
tere.. alone on the treasury bill 
indebtedness. Our annual debt 
service charge on treasury bills 
will be reduced by $241,000 and 
in 30 years will be no debt.

Pale Western 
Cutworm Outbreak 


Entomologists inform us that 
there is every likelihood of a 
severe cutworm outbreak in 
parts of this municipality, The 
areca hounded by the CNR on 
the west, the Red Deer River on 
the cast and from Trochu to the 
southern boundary of the muni- 
cipality is where the severe out- 
break will probably oceur, 

Damage will be most likely 
in fields which were disturbed 
in August and early September 
and also in fields that are going 
to be stubbled in, Fields which 
had a crust on them during this 
period are not 50 liable to he 
damaged. 

Farmers who disturbed their 
land during this period and not- 
iced the cutworm moths would 
be well advised to use the starv 
ation method to rid their filds 
of this pest. 

The very young cutworm can 


be destroyed by starvation in 
the open field if, after they have 
*irted to feed and develop, the 
food supply is destroyed by a 
peiood of cultivation. In infest- 


ed fields 


should be delayed until weeds 


spring cultivation 
(except stinkweed) and volun- 
teer rain are from one to two 
inches above the surface of the 
ground, At this time the whole 
field should be cultivated, leav- 
ing soil black and scediny 
should take place only after a 
delay of ten days from the time 
of cultivation.

An Intenational 


Wheat Agreement 
In 1933 it will be remembered 


a number of exporting nations 
signed an international wheat 
agreement. This agreement, 
however, had a sad fate. It 
broke down within a year. Ar- 
gentina exceeded her quotas and 
deliveries but she blamed other 
having pre- 
viously lived up to the terms of 
the agreement. Many will be 
astonished to hear that the same 
agreement is up again for con- 


countries for not 


sideration. Delegates of a num- 
ber of countries will meet in 
London to debate it. It is simi- 
lar to the 1933 agreement but 
has some additional clauses. 
The proposals.to be debated are 
for a minmum price of $1.25 
and a maximum of $1.55 to last 
for four or five years. It is ex- 
pected that cach government 
will control production which 
means controlled acreage, so 
that a certain “carry over" only 
is maintained each year, 

We already have complete 
national control in Canada's 
Bill No. 23. This new interna- 
tional agreement, if it should be 
signed and approved by a num- 
ber of governments concerned, 
will give not. only national con- 
trol but international control 
over Canada’s great wheat in- 
dustry, including, of course, our 
own producers. If the interna- 


tional agreement is signed 
there would be little liberty of 
action left to our prairie farm- 


ers. 


ANIMAL FATS 
PRICE INCREASE 


An increase of three and one- 
half cents per pound has been 
allowed on caul, kidney, cod fat 
from beef, veal and lamb and 
chopped suet from beef. 

This increase became 
tive on February 15 and was 
granted to bring the price of ani- 


effec- 


mal fats into proper relation to 
the prices of refined animal tal- 
low which was recently increas- 
ed by four and one half cents 
per pound.

The $25,000 National Contest 
sponsored by the Brewing and 
Malting Industries of the nation 
drew nearly 1250 entries from 
the western division,

Town and city schools have 
been able, during good times 
and bad, to maintain the schools 
at a satisfactory level of profic- 
dency. The fact that each of 
these communities represents a 
certain concentration of wealth 
on which funds for school pur- 
poses can be levied with some 
measure of ease will explain 
this. These centers have been 
well eatisfied to receive rather 
emall assistance from the Pro- 
vincial Treasury while rural 
areas with smaller money re- 
sources have received much 
greater aid. The present cam- 
paign by the Alberta Education- 
al Council to have the provincial 
government finance ‘elementary 
and secondary education to 50 
percent of its cost does not 
mean that all schoolé in the 
province would, were euch a re- 
form introduced, have ove-half 
of their costs transferred to the 
government. It means rather 
that on an over-all basis fin- 
ancial assistance from general 
revenue would be raised from 
the present rate of 22 percent 
to 50 percent. The great bulk of 
the additional money thus pro- 
vided by the government would 
go to rural and village areas. 
Cities like Calgary and Edmon- 
ton might look forward to 
grants equalling 15 to 20 per- 
cent of their costs in place of 
the present 5 or 6 percent, and 
other localities might receive 75 
to 80 percent assistance, The 
basic purpose of the effort of 
the Alberta Educational Coun- 
cil is to promote a greater mea- 
sure of educational equality 
throughout the province and 
provide every child and youth 
with the opportunity for a sound 
education.
